FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
NOVEMBER, 1907.* 
I.—GENERAL. 

The trade returns for November, 1907, when compared with those 
for the corresponding month of 1906, show increases in the value 
of the Imports into the United Kingdom, and of the Exports of 
British produce, but a decrease in the Exports of Foreign and 
Colonial merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in November, 1907, was 57,145,0991., 
an increase of 1,598,020/., or 2°5 per cent., as compared with 
November, 1906, whilst the total Exports amounted to 41,993,8951. 
or an increase of 1,726,070/. The Exports of British produce 
show an increase of 2,887,014/., or 8°8 per cent., as compared 
with November, 1906, whilst there is a decrease of 1,160,9440., or 
15-9 per cent., in the Exports of Foreign and Colonial merchandise.

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
November, 1907, amounted to 3,402,010 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 5,058,215 tons, as against 3,395,644 tons entered, and 
4,719,704 tons cleared during November, 1906. With regard to 
the coasting trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during 
November, 1907, amounted to 2,561,228 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 2,533,661 tons, as against 2,707,484 tons entered, and 
2,677,917 tons cleared in November, 1906. 


VI.—_ELEVEN MONTHS’ SHIPPING (JANUARY-NOVEMBER). 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes 
during the eleven months ended 30th November, 1907, amounted 
to 57,946,189 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 53,021,348 tons, as 
against 38,544,524 tons entered and 50,075,385 tons cleared during 
the corresponding period of 1906.

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READY-MADE CLOTHING TRADE IN EGYPT. 


The following particulars of the ready-made clothing trade in 
Egypt are extracted from the “Journal of the British Chamber of 
Commerce of Egypt ” :-— 

The statistics dealing with the imports of ready-made clothing 
into Egypt during the past five years clearly demonstrate that the 
trade is steadily increasing in volume year by year, and that Great 
Britain has only a very insignificant share of the market, despite 
the fact that she ranks third on the list of competing countries. 
It will also be observed that whilst Austria does 65 per cent. of the 
trade, her nearest rival (France) is credited with only 16°7 per 
cent.

A feature in favour of Austria is the fact that the trade in 
Egypt is more or less in the hands of three or four big firms, 
which have houses in Vienna, and so import direct. They have 
their own branches in the larger Egyptian towns, and, it is under- 
stood, some of them are also interested in the smaller clothing 
shops in the villages. The combination is so strong that, although 
both England and Germany have attempted to get a footing, the 
efforts they have made in this direction have so far been unsuc- 
cessful. 

It must also be remembered that Austria has been in the 
Egyptian clothing trade for the last 40 or 50 years, and therefore 
thoroughly understands the requirements of the market. Her 
Government, too, encourages the industry as far as possible by 
waiving all import duties on materials brought into the country 
and afterwards exported in the form of clothing. 

The main centre for the trade in Austria is Vienna, with some 
35 villages in the neighbourhood. After the goods are finished 
they are packed for export in strong wooden cases, each some 1°20 
metres (47 inches) long by 1 metre (39 inches) high, and costing 
about 5s. 6d. The cases (which are sometimes lined with water- 
proof paper) usually contain clothes to the value of about £E 100.

England supplies Austria w ith a very large part of the 
raw material, such as serge, black alpaca, tennis flannel, and 
the cloths for the very cheapest class of goods. Practically 
the whole of the khaki used by Austria comes from England. 
Apropos of khaki, a prominent firm in Egypt recently estimated 
that the Egyptian Government takes about one million yards of it 
per annum in connexion with the uniforms for the army, police, 
coastguards, railways, and so forth. Although some of the con- 
tracts go to Austria, the whole of the raw material is supplied by 
England. 

France.—The principal imports are the more expensive clothes 
for ladies. France also sends the very cheapest form of work- 
men’s clothing, such as smocks, &c. 

Germany.—Germany has made sundry attempts to secure a share 
of the trade, but without much result. She does a little through 
commission agents, but she cannot compete with the cheap Austrian 
labour. 

Turkey.—The cheapest imported goods, made without much 
regard for cut, workmanship and materials employed, come from 
Turkey, the chief centres being Smyrna and Constantinople. It is 
stated that the cloth used for the goods in question is mainly 
supplied by England, but the fact remains that clothes can be sent 
to Egypt at such a price that even Austria cannot compete. 

Local._—The remarks last made apply with even greater force to 
the goods turned out by the numerous small tailors who abound in 
Alexandria and Cairo. These men, for example, can turn out a full 
length overcoat at about 8s. and sell it in their shops for 10s. The

General_—At the present time the double-breasted coats having 
two or three buttons are the ones mainly in vogue in Egypt 
amongst purchasers of ready-made clothing. The coats have two 
inside pockets but no breast ones. The goods are made in all 
colours with patterns. A single colour cloth with no design on it 
is not much good to the Arabs, who, by the way, are the largest 
buyers. 
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TRADE OF SWITZERLAND IN 1906 


The following particulars are extracted from a_ preliminary 
report on the trade of Switzerland for the year 1906, that has 
been forwarded by the British Vice-Consul at Zurich (Mr. J. C. 
Milligan) :— 

The new Swiss Customs Tariff came into operation on Ist January, 
1906. Owing to the remodelling of the statistics upon the basis 
of the new tariff, which increased to a very considerable extent the 
number of duties leviable, it has been in some instances difficult to 
make a comparison between the trade done in 1906 and that of 
the previous year. The statistical results, however, clearly show a 
material increase both in the production and in the purchasing 
power of Switzerland, and that the country has kept pace with the 
development of commerce and industry in other parts of the 
world, 

There has been a marked development in the watch making, 
machinery, and embroidery and other textile industries, both in the 
home and foreign markets, and at the close of the year many 
branches of industry had contracts still on hand for delivery in 
1907.

The imports of manufactured goods in 1906 from all countries 
show a slight decrease in value as compared with the previous 
year (1905, 19,592,500/. ; 1906, 19,574,000/.), and in the weight 
a decrease of upwards of 35,000 tons, but this reduction is 
explained by the fact that the imports of 1905 reached abnormal 
dimensions owing to the general desire to replenish stocks before 
the operation of the new tariff. 

The share of the United Kingdom in the imports into 
Switzerland of all classes of goods in 1906 amounted to 3,348,500/., 
as compared with 2,752,100/. in the previous year, thus showing an 
increase of 596,400/. In dividing these imports under the three 
chief divisions, the proportion was as follows :—

The principal articles under the category of raw materials 
imported from the United Kingdom were :—Raw iron, 465,000. ; 
copper, tin and other non-precious metals, 124,000/.; gold and 
silver, not worked, 31,000/.; and coal, 36,0001. 

The chief articles under the category of foodstuffs were :—Fish 
(fresh, salted and dried), 16,000/. (total imports 211,000/.); fruit 
preserves, confectionery, &c., 10,000/. (total imports 35,0001.) ; 
preserved meats and extracts of meat, 4,000/. (total imports 
133,000/.). 

The value of the imports of manufactures from the United 
Kingdom amounted to 2,552,000/., or an increase of 406,000/. on 
the imports in 1905. ‘This increase is, however, solely due to the 
continual growth in the imports of British cotton yarns and 
textiles, and if the value of these be deducted, the total imports 
of all other manufactures show a decline in value, as indicated in 
the following summary :—

The total export trade in 1906 amounted in round figures to 
42,.995,0001., an increase of 4,222,000/. on the previous year. By 
far the greater part of this total consists of manufactured articles ; 
in 1906 the total value of manufactures amounted to 31,812,0001., 
being 74 per cent. of the entire exports. 

Next to Germany, the United Kingdom continues to be the 
principal market for Switzerland’s manufactures, taking last year 
goods to the value of 5,896,400. 

The principal manufactures comprised in these exports to the 
United Kingdom were as follows :—

FRANCE. 


H.M. Consul at Lyons (Mr. E. R. E. Vicars) has forwarded an 
extract from ‘ Le Salut Public ” (Lyons) on the 
subject of the efforts made by the Paris-Lyon 
et Méditerranée Railway Company towards the 
development of the trade in fruit and other 
agricultural produce, both in France and in other countries, of 
which the following is a translation :— 

Attention has been drawn from time to time to the very note- 
worthy efforts of the Paris-Lyon-Méditerranée railway company to 
improve the packing of agricultural products for transport, and 
especially of the choice fruits in the districts served by the railway. 
The packing exhibitions which the company has organized with 
such success at Marseilles for the Colonial Exhibition, at Paris on 
the occasion of the General Agricultural Exhibition, at Avignon. 
and also quite recently at Bastia, have led merchants interested to 
manufacture packing materials that are at the same time cheap. 
light and strong, and that, while ensuring cheap transport, also 
assure the preservation of the fruit up to the time of delivery, 
favourable presentation to the eyes of the purchaser, and a facility 
of sale in all the markets in France and other countries. The 
company has not stopped there in its efforts to encourage agricul- 
ture. It has established in Switzerland, Germany, England and 
Italy commercial representatives whose business it is to assist the 
development of French commerce. It has distributed to the con- 
signors on its system thousands of notices showing the kind of 
fruit and vegetables most appreciated in each country, the con- 
ditions of sale, and the names of foreign agents and purchasers who 
will enter into relations with the producers; it has also lowered its 
transport rates for export, constructed a number of well-ventilated 
wagons, specially designed for the carriage of early fruit and vege- 
tables, established fast transport trains, and has gone so far as to 
show French products at foreign exhibitions. 

The recent exhibition at Mannheim, which comprised different 
international exhibits of fruit and vegetables, has been a great 
opportunity for the fruit producers on the Paris-Lyon-Mediterranée 
system to make French products appreciated and to show their 
superiority.

” a in which it is stated that, as the result of his 
— investigations, coarse gold was found only in 

three streams, namely, the Namkham in Mong Tung, the Hwe Aw 
in Keshi-Mansam, and the Nam Ka in Mong Kung, and that it is 
confined to a very small area in each case. Mr. La Touche adds 
that it is possible that further prospecting might reveal the presence 
of gold in larger quantities in the lower portion of the gravel 
deposits; but even if the value of the deposits were proved to be 
greater than it appears to be, a serious objection to their being 
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worked on a large scale is the fact that the gold-bearing gravels 
are in all cases covered by a fertile soil which is terraced and culti- 
vated, and that practically the whole of the cultivation would be 
destroyed by the operations. It is suggested that the villagers 
might be given permission to extract what gold they can from the 
gravel by their own methods.

The quality of the 
1907 wines, however, promises well, being described by growers 
as good average wine. As regards quantity, in only a few cases 
was a half vintage obtained. In Rauenthal the crop only 
amounted to one-sixth, while in the Rheingau district it was from 
one-fourth to one-third. The small crop is due chiefly to the 

attacks of noxious insects.

As in 1906, the wine for two-thirds of the 
vintage will turn out good, but, owing to the large quantity of 
grapes gathered, it 1s expected that prices will be low.

Un application being made to it either 
personally or by letter, the Branch supplies, so far as is 
possible, information with regard to the following subjects, viz. : 
Commercial Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial 
Tariffs and Customs Regulations; Lists of firms abroad engaged 
in particular lines of business in different localities; Foreign and 
Colonial Contracts open to Tender. Sources of Supply, Prices, 
&c., of Trade Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin ; 
Regulations concerning Commercia) Travellers, &., &c. There 
is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branch, where, in addition 
to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of the 
Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of Trade, 
specimens of special interest that may be received from India, 
the Colonies, &c.. are exhibited from time to time.

Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened, under the designation of ‘Canadian Government City 
Trade Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial community. 
In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily to deal with enquiries and applications regarding Canadian 
import and export trade, and to supply information about 
Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can he 
arranged when desired. 

Victoria. —The Government of Victoria (Australia) have an 
extensive and varied collection of products of the State on view 
at the Show Room of their London Offices (142, Queen Victoria 
Street, £.C.). Lists of the Exporters of the State, with their Agents 
in the United Kingdom, and full particulars relating to the trade, 
prospects, &c., of the State, can be obtained upon application to 
the Agent-General for Victoria, at the above address. 

Queensiand.— for the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a branch oftice at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enguirers regarding trade, mining, and al] other matters relating 
to Queensland. A collection of articles representative of the 
pastoral, agricultural, and mining industries of Queensland is on 
view, and information regarding these industries can be obtained 
at the Office, as above. 

South Australia.—T'he Government of South Australia have 
established a Produce De»artment at the offices of the Agent 
General, Threadneedle House, 28, Bishopsgate Street Within, 
London, E.C. Mr. A. E. M. Norton, the Commercial Agent, is in 
charge of this department, and he will supply, free of cost, full 
information regarding the exports from South Australia of all sorts 
of Produce. Specimens of every description of South Australian 
Produce are now displayed in one of the offices of the Commercial 
Agent’s Department. 

Cape of Good Hope.—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have offices at 98, Victoria Street, London, S.W., for the purpose 
of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, under the superintendence 
of the Trades Commissioner, who, together with the Commercial 
Agent, deals with, and supplies free, information on trade subjects 
connected. with the Colony, such as commercia! products, industries, 
trade, tariff regulations, commercial statistics, railway rates, 
prospects for emigration, &c., &c. 

Transvaal and Orange River Colony—A Trade Enquiry Office 
has been opened at 73, Basinghall Street, H.C. by the Govern- 
ments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, but under the 
general direction of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the 
3oard of Trade. The Superintendent in charge of the Office deals 
with, and supplies free, information in regard to the products and 
resources of the two Colonies, the opportunities they present to 
the settler, their railway facilities, the regulations of all kinds in 
force in them affecting trade, &c., &e.
